The Oklahoma state bank failed 
to open on November .5, and repre­ 
sentatives of the state banking de­ 
partment immediately started an in­ 
vestigation of the condition of the 
bank. 
On 'November I, a complaint 
was filed before Justice of the Peace 
! by Roy Walcott, assistant bank com- 
' missioner, charging Brown with the 
theft of $325,000, .nearly three times 
as much as the bank’® deposits at 
the time or its previous report. This 
charge was dropped, after the call­ 
ing of a grand jury to investigate 
the bank situation in the county. 
Brown is charged in the indict­ 
ment with embezzlement of $26,014 
of the bank’s money. 
With the exception of Fred

Dennis, former bank commissioner, 
jointly indicted with Governor Rob­ 
ertson of charges of bribery, all per­ 
sons indicted as a result of the 
bank’s investigation by the grand 
jury have been arrested and have 
furnished bond.

(By the Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, May I.— A new infant 
industry, the m anufacture of radio 
equipment, has sprung up with an 
amazing growth within a year and 
much of it within 
a few 
recent 
weeks. From a few manufacturing 
shops a year ago to thousands now, 
anincrease of sixty thousand per­ 
cent in dem and in two years, a bus­ 
iness in which both boys and great 
m anufacturers are taking 
profits; 
all this is the romance of the new 
industry. 
The demand which called it into 
existence is a t present as trem end­ 
ous as it has been sudden. The new, 
small concerns manufacturing radio 
supplies are estimated by the Radio 
Corporation of America as number- 
] ing thousands. Figures of the same 
corporation sho^ that whereas two 
years ago 4,000 tubes a year were 
in demand, this year probably 200,- 
000 tubes a month will be called 
for. 
Reports gathered 
from a num ­ 
ber of states Dy 
The 
Associated 
Press show that many boys and oth­ 
er am ateurs are constructing and 
selling 
outfits. 
Boys Started Work. 
Three years ago three boys in Chic­ 
ago sixteen and seventeen years old, 
began to make radio outfits. They 
are nowr incorporated and carrying 
on a large business. Their success 
indicates the alluring possibilities in 
this new industry of adventure. Its 
alleged hazards were pointed out in 
the prediction of an official of on6 
of the older and larger electrical 
supply houses that if all the con­ 
cerns now engaged in making radio 
equipment would remain in the en­ 
terprise, 
before long parts would 
become a drug on the m arket and 
that by October I the makers of 
complete sets would actively be so­ 
liciting business. 
That such a situation would be a 
reversal of present conditions is in­ 
dicated in 
the report of another 
large supply house th at it is two 
months behind in filling its orders 
and 
word from all 
parts of the 
country of a great shortage in ap­ 
paratus. The huge demand is as­ 
cribed to the practice of free broad­ 
casting. 
There are now 600,000 receiving 
sets in the United States, according 
to the estimates of several compa- 
! nies. Of these 100,000 were said 
| to be in the middle west, and 15,- 
000 to 25,000 according to varying 
1 estimates, in Chicago. 
Dealers declared that 
the 
sud­ 
denness of growth of this infant in­ 
dustry and the fact that the num ­ 
ber of plants varies from day to 
day make it impossible accurately 
to guage its proportions. One dealer 
, said that it was impossible to es- 
j tim ate with any certainty the extent 
of the demand, inasmuch as buyers 
in their eagerness to get equipment 
as soon as possible are placing ord­ 
ers with dozens of dealers at once, 
and purchasing from the first deal­ 
er who is ready to deliver. For that 
reason, it was stated, what might 
seem to be a demand involving $30,* 
000,000 might resolve itself into a 
demand involving $2,000,000. 
They Bool leg Parts. 
“There are more bootleggers in 
the radio business than in the whis­ 
ky business,” one dealer asserted. 
“ People get hold of parts and sell 
them for exorbitant prices; I have 
known a single tube which is reg­ 
ularly sold for $5 to 
bring 
$15. 
Some of these spurious dealers come 
in and try to bribe our clerks to 
get them parts.” 
An electrical supply house at To­ 
ledo, O., has begun to install what 
it has announced will be one of the 
most complete radio m anufacturing 
plants in the world. It proposes to 
employ IOO workers at the outset 
and more as the departm ent is en­ 
larged, and plans for a daily capac­ 
ity of 500 complete radio receiv­ 
ing and transm itting sets. In Toledo 
and Lucas county, it was estimated, 
several thousand sets are receiving 
daily weather, m arket and other re­ 
ports broadcast from various cities 
throughout the country. 
Six 
con­ 
cerns 
are 
m anufacturing 
radio 
equipment in Cincinnati, O. 
There are eighteen regularly es­ 
tablished concerns in Chicago m an­ 
ufacturing 
radio equipment, aside 
from many boys who assemble parts 
and distribute the sets thus con­ 
structed among their friends. 
There are 204 companies in Mis­ 
souri m anufacturing radio supplies. 
Of these eleven are in St. Louis. In 
St. Louis a 
twelve-year-old 
boy, 
twenty-five business men, 
several 
automobile mechanics, one plumber, 
one butcher, and several high school 
pupils, are making and selling ra­ 
dio supplies during their spare time.

The Waseda University nine, which

In Japan, he continued, baseball 
coaching is done In

Much has been written lately on 
the subject of poisoning boll wee­ 
vils. However, the Oklahoma experi­ 
ment station issues^ the following 
warning on the general application 
of this method of control sayig: 
"Experiments in 
Louisiana and 
similar places have brought forth 
conclusive evidence that proper ap­ 
plication of calcium arsenate will 
control the 
boll 
weevil,” says a 
communication from the Oklahoma 
Experiment Station at Stillwater. 
"Unfortunately, experiments along 
this line have not been conducted 
sufficiently to warrant this experi­ 
ment station in advising the use of 
poison as a general control for boll 
weevils in Oklahoma. 
"The U. S. Bureau of Entomology 
and the Department of Entomology 
at 
this 
Experiment 
Station 
have 
made arrangements for conducting 
demonstrations and experiments in 
the use of poison for boll weevil j 
control this summer. Meantime, in­ 
secticide 
dealers 
shuld 
bear this 
in mind and not attempt to force 
calcium 
arsenate 
on

prematurely. The same advice is giv­ 
en to salesmen of dusting machin­ 
ery. Cotton planters should also take!
